Onclpe of ther goodnes let 
them graunte me this to reccauc vothyng againſt the 
wogement of my conſcience, Firſt with out any con- 
trauerſye ter all agre in this that a Chiyſten mi 18 
baunde not onlp to woichyppe god ſpirituallpe in big 
hart / bat alſo to teſtet᷑ye tue ſame out ward lpe. Fox as 
th: Lord hathconſecratyd our ſowie to grerher with 
the body bnto hymſel fe / fo hotwlde his glozpe — 1 
peare in both as S. Paul fapth: They do but fable 
ctherfoze that aſtyime it to be ſuſkicpent vt a man kepe 
the purenes of relygion inwardlyc: and that God re- 
gardpth not owt ward thinges fo the the mpnde re⸗ 
mayne whole. And pet nor withſtondpng we do not 
requyze of cucrp one an open conkeſſyon of his fayth / 
But that a godly man neuertheleſſe cndcuoure him ſe 
fe/ro pꝛokeſte that woichippe of the only Sd # Chi 
whichis commendpd vnto bs in hys worde. Agaynt / 
we haut not apponted this pofeſſipon with certayne 
Iymitcs ſaut only that euery man' accoidpng fo the 
meaſure of his vnderſtonding kacultpe g as occaſion 
is ofFrpd hym) do in any wyſc apolpe hym ſeclfe to lan- 
tutyt the name of god. Wyertaje in tyis matter / twe 
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muſt hole moze with cxoztacions/then with determ! 
nabic rulers. Foz as the fapthfull nether map ne 
otwght co be conſtrapnpd ro any certapne rule/ l do 
they fauoure them (clues to much/pt but in parte one- 
ly that denderlye they ble the wozthippe of Cod / id 
ko low not pil vpon it continualipe ts with diliget ls 
boure as long as they lyuc. Let cucrp mi therkoze bs 
dyligent # conſtar infoz:ipng hym ſelfr @ iet him nos 
ſeue of/rp\l de haut (ſpecialip pettwa did gym (ciffe in 
this / that he omitte no occaſpon of glozificng god. 

But one thynge we atfirme pzeciſclye / that they 
which recepue ſuch vlages as arc notable in mani 
vngedlyncs do ſwarut from that pzofciſpon of fapty 
which all C willen men otve vnto ther Lozd. Foz ſeyn- 
ge thar the Lozd hath inſtiruted ceremonyes/ wherbp 
we map be cxerſpſed rowerd the ſincere wozthippin- 
ge of hym verely lyke as in pzactiſpnge the ſame/ we 
reſtefic our (clucs to be the wozthippers of the lyuing 
God /eucn ls in vſpng ſuch other as haute the appera- 
unce cither of idolatrpe ez ſuperſticion/ we both ditho 
nourc the name of God/E defile our ſelues. Foz they 
finally remaine bndefiled/thar nether botve ther knee 
vnto Baal/nether kyſſe his had, ner ſweart twith ther 
tonge by another name / then by the name ok the ly⸗ 
uyng God. In thele thinges we do not barpt. But

Mere not am) conſtrapned to diſſente from certap- 
ne lerned men whom Jeis eſteme as fathers /becauſe 
that amonge this ſezte they reken the hygh maſſe and 
tert ayne other ſuch ceremonpes: fo: they eſteme it to 
procrade of rhe ſupper ok the Loꝛde though it be dy⸗ 
nerſcly ſtapned # polluted. Aud per do they not denye / 
bar that the opynyons which arc of it be wycked and 
agaynſt Bod ſuch as a godlp hert ought to abhozre, 
Neuertheles they iundge that a prpuare man ie to be 
ercuſcd /twhiche whyle he may not haue the ſupper of 
the Rozde purely mynyſtred / doth not refuſe it / rozne 
ond rent as it 1s. But J can not be bought to eſteme 
it for the ſupper though the authoures therof do colou 
re the name ok it neuer ſo much. Foz Microboam allo 
wolde that the calfes which he ſet vp mulde Meme ta 
be inſtrumentes ok the Jewes religion: And the ſame 
bercly was done contrary to the Lozdes commaunde⸗ 
ment, ſo that it was no moe latvkull ro offer there / 
then to do ſacryfpces vbnto the pdolls of the heythen. 
Conſideryng thcrfoze that J eſteme the maſſe foz a ve 
ry abhompnacys6/which after no other wyſc is deckte

] can nor ſe bnder wat pietence a godliy man beings 
iilumpynarc with Goddes wozde/ map haue it in reucs 
rence as a pure ceremonpe of God. Fox oucr and beſy⸗ 
des that it ts manyfeſt /thar Chziſt with che holy my⸗ 
nyracyon of hrs Cuppcr is there had in deryſpon : a 
deuoure conſcience will net preſume to applpe vnto it / 
the prompſecs that were geuen bnto the ſupper. Nether 
auaylcth the excuſe whych ſome men bzynge in that a 
godip man and ſuch one as fcarcth God/commeth not 
ſaue only to be partaker of the prapers and Sacrame- 
tes twyth the fFapthful /bur abhozreth from all the bn- 
godly acres which ther are executed / and in the ſecrete 
affection ok his hart doth hate the thinges that he ops 
Iy can not impioue. Fo: he onipe auopdeth pdolatrpe/ 
what refrapucth from the ſacrifices of ydolles, 
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The maſſe verely is an pdollſet bp in the remple of 
Kod: when thou therkoze art at it / thou ſtondeſt befoze 
the ſyinple / and geueſt very eupll enſample / foz they 
thynke thou wo: pcſt whatſocucr abhomynacpon 


is in the maſſe. J wyll dond no longer in this mattet / 1. Cox. 


whan Maul to the Cozinthians doth ſuffpcpently de⸗ 
tlart / that he is a partoker of the cuppe of deuells / 
which although he do it without conference of ſuper⸗ 
Aycpo only by outwarde enſampie medleth with pzo 
phane blſages :and mozeourr that he is gyltye of blous 
de / becaule he confirmcth the crrcure of the ignozaũt 
by his enſample. 

Where as it is allcdgrd / that there with you the 
churche is whoſe communpon 18 not riteripe to be ex 
tluded / that argumect alſo 1s caſelyc dyſſolucd. Foz the 
church is taken ſondzye wayes. Ther foze accozding to 
the dyuerſe eſtimatpon therof we muſt prudentlpe dy⸗ 
Ccerne/afrer what ſoxrc the church of pours is to be res 
puted. As fo: me verelpe/J belcue that the catholyke 
churcke is ſcattered abzode in all Cuche places as are 
kepre bnder/thozo wwe the tyrannpe of the Pope. Foz 
ſeing that the Apoltle doth tcſtpkpe/thar God can not 
repent hym of ps callynge as he gathereth of rhe Je- 
wes that they (Mall ncucr departe wholy frö the grace 
of God/twhpcharc ones recepued into the inupolable 
touenaunte. C uen ſo may tvc reaſon now that amöge 
all nacyons to whom lo cucr tte Loꝛde hath opoynted 
the etcrnall touenaunt of the Goſpell the powze ther 
of remapneth ap!il:pca they haue Baptymc alſo a ſcale 
of the coucnaunt/which can not be without cect Fox 
ho to greatlp ſo cuer the multytude ſcife baue ftrarucd 
bnto ydolatrype pet thozowe the bnthankfulncs and 
dnfaprhfulncs of man can not the wyll of the Lozde 
be hyndzed / but it muſt fozth / wherfoze twe concludes 
that the Lide hath alltwapc bad e pct hatt his elecre/ 
whoſe ſaluacpon is ſcalyd with ſuch a ſcale of bapty- 
me as is nether vayne no wpthourt erp brdonbecd 
arength.
